Further heavy concentrations In 
the Villers-Bocage area were turn- 
ed back yesterday evening, head- 
quarters said, and the British were 
still secure in their hold on Cau- 
mont, their other most advanced 
point, 20 miles southwest of Caen.

"Because of the 
many restrictions and difficulties 
involved, it is particularly Import- 
ant that 
persons 
corresponding 


with prisoners of war understand 
the factors governing their mall." 


Recently, the International Red 


Cross committee in Switzerland 
Advised that the German govern- 
ment has construed certain colored 
post cards with Illustrations and 
slogans as offensive propaganda.

SfOinj? to prisoners of war are cen- 
nored before leaving the United 
States lor reasons of military se- 
curity as well as by enemy authori- 
ties, it is important that they con- 
tain items and information of a 
strictly personal nature, accroding 
to the local prisoner of war chair- 
man. 


No printed matter or newspaper 


clippings may be sent to prisoner 
of war, although personal photo- 
graphs can be sent In letters. How- 
ever, no message or autograph 
nan be placed on the picture, eith- 
er on the front or ba-k. 


Money Cannot JJc S*-nf. 


"Another fact that friends and 


relatives do not always remember 
if that money cannot be sent to 
prisoners of war," Mrs. Story 
warned. "Sometimes well-meaning 
people have tried to evade this 
restriction by concealing cash in 
various items sent tc 
prisoners. 


When this has been discovered by 
the German censors, It h&s seri- 
ously jeopardized delivery ot whole 
shipments of 
grift parcels 
and 
mail."
